CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo. <AP> - Flood 
w aters have receded in this southeast 
M issouri city, leaving liehind hundreds of 
dam aged hom es and businesses 
Residents who w ere evacuated Sunday 
night returned Monday to find their homes 
full of w ater, silt and debris 
In all. nearly 100 homes w ere evacuated 
when heavy rains Sunday caused flooding 
that filled som e hom es and business firm s 
with as m uch as eight feet of w ater. 
“ We w ere very fortunate that things 
cam e out as well as they did," said Cape 
G irardeau County Sheriff Jam es Below "I 
have yet to get a report of anybody being 
found dead." 
The storm dum ped 7 38 inches here Flood 
w aters crashed through plate glass win­ 
dows in the business districts, sweeping 
m erchandise out of the stores, officials said 
Several car dealers said the flood caused 


extensive dam age to their stock "I couldn't

Senate may 
scrap rebate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If you’ve already 
figured out how to spend that $50 tax rebate 
P resident C arter w ants to give to m ost 
A m ericans, think again. T here a re in­ 
creasing indications the Senate m ay scrap 
the rebate and substitute a perm anent tax 
cut. 


Senate debate on the tax proposals will 
begin in another week and m ay not be com ­ 
pleted until after Congress returns in mid 
April from its E aster recess. 
And w hat m em bers of Congress hear 
during trips hom e m ay be the decisive 
factor in determ ining w hether a rebate or a 
perm anent tax cut is in the bill that goes to 
the W hite House. 


The fight over the rebate carries the 
potential for the m ost serious conflict to 
date betw een C arter and Congress, m ore 
serious than clashes over protocol and 
w ater projects that have m arked the first 60 
davs of the C arter presidency. 


C arter is pressing for the rebate as the 
way to give a quick boost to the economy. 
But congressional support for the rebate,

D em ocrats, 
is,

lukew arm . 
"I plan to vote for it,” said Senate 
M ajority Leader Robert C Byrd, D +W .V a„ 
when asked his opinion of the rebate 
"E nthusiastically?" he w as asked

of his 
economic stim ulus program .” 
On the Republican side, the votes are 
lined up. 38 toO, against the rebate. 
“ T here's an excellent chance we will 
defeat the rebate and substitute a per­ 
m anent tax cu t," said M inority L eader 
Howard H. Baker, R +T enn. 
Baker is certain of som e support am ong 
the D em ocrats as well as of the vote of Sen. 
H arry F. Byrd Jr. of V irginia, an in­ 
dependent. 
When the Senate F inance Com m ittee 


voted to keep the C arter rebate in the bill 
rath er than substitute a perm anent tax cut, 
the tally followed party lines, with the 10 
D em ocrats voting for the rebate and the 7 
Republicans plus H arry Byrd oppœ ing it. 


Sens. A braham Ribicoff. DConn., and 
Floyd Haskell, DColo., m ade it clear they 
don't think the rebate is a good idea, but 
w ere supporting it out of a desire to give the 
D em ocratic P resident a chance to try out 
his ideas for stim ulating the economy.

King's Point offers an accredited four-year college 
degree, with strong emphasis on nautical science and 
marine engineering combined with sea-going ex­ 
perience. Graduates are licensed deck or engineering 
officers and hold U.S. Naval Reserve commissions. 
At the present time, education at the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy is free, as it is at the other service 
academies During the Ford administration, however, a 
bill was drafted calling for tuition and board to be paid 
for by the King’s Point cadet corps. 
Supporters of the academy point out that the $37,000 
C06t for four years of education at King's Point is far 
below what the federal government spends to maintain 
cadets at the other academies and that imposing thisco6t 
on the merchant marine cadets would virtually seal the 
fate of King’s Point. 
Admittedly, there are fewer than 600 
U.S. flag- 
carrying merchant v essels afloat today. But King's Point 
graduates have traditionally provided administrative 
personnel for the nation's ports and terminals, as well as 
specialists in admiralty law and marine insurance and 
officers for the tugs and barges plying the nation's inland 
waterways.

They had left a note on a window of their 
pickup truck parked nearby that said they were going to explore 
the caverns and assumed full responsibility for their actions 
Three of the bodies were found Monday morning in a section of 
the cavern where the water was about five feet above its normal 
depth, according to Ron Edwards, a searcher from the School of 
the Ozarks The body of the fourth was found about an hour later 
under the bodies of the first three.

The m easure, which has al­ 
ready gained final approval in 
the Senate and will be sent to 
the House floor if approved by 
the committee, requires per­ 
sons selling a car in the state 
to note the mileage reading on 
the title. Such a move, propo­ 
nents have argued, would stop 
much of the rollback and car 
laundering problems that occur 
in Missouri. 
Bob House of the attorney 
general’s office testified that it 
is much easier for a shady used 
car dealer to rollback odome­ 
ters in Missouri than in sur­ 
rounding states which do re­ 
quire the mileage notation. 
The Missouri attorney gener­ 
al has obtained temporary re­ 
straining orders against two 
Kansas City used car dealers, 
and has alleged nearly 20 in­ 
stances of rollbacks involving 
the two firms. More cases will 
probably be filed against other 
used car dealers in western 
Missouri, House told the com­ 
mittee. 
Rolling back a car mileage 
meter in Missouri is a mis­ 
demeanor, but the state attor­

ering a series of energy-saving 
measures, including a stiff tax 
on cars with low gasoline mile­ 
age. 
James R. Schlesinger also 
said the recommendations in­ 
clude energy-efficiency stand­ 
ards for household appliances 
and rules to make powerplants 
burn coal instead of natural gas 
or oil. 
Speaking at a conference of 
the National Wildlife Feder­ 
ation. 
Schlesinger 
said 
that 
energy conservation and fuel- 
switching will be the major in­ 
gredients of Carter's forthcom 
ing energy policy, due April 20. 
And he added that "mandato 
ry measures ... will be re­ 
quired.” 
Schlesinger said conservation 
will mean, among other things: 
—"A requirement for better 
insulation in homes ” 
—“ A 
requirement 
for im­ 
proved fuel efficiency in appli­ 
ances. both in the home and in 
industry." 
—And "far more fuel-efficient 
cars." a policy that he said will 
hit their "eight-mile-per-gallon 
recreation vehicles that take 
you to the outback ... as much 
as the limousines." 


Schlesinger said the adminis­ 
tration is considering both man­ 
datory regulations and financial 
incentives to promote energy 
conservation. 
Another 
administration 
source said one proposal under 
consideration is a federal tax 
that would add as much as $500 
to the posted price of new cars 
that deliver low gasoline mile­ 
age. perhaps counterbalanced 
by government rebates as high 
as $500 to purchasers of fuel- 
efficient cars. 
This source also said the ad­ 
ministration is considering a fi­ 
nancial needle to urge electric 
power plants and other in­ 
dustries burning natural gas or 
oil 
under 
steam 
boilers 
to 
switch to coal, a far more 
plentiful fuel. 
The needle would be a rule 
requiring these plants to pay as 
much for equivalent amounts of 
heat from gas or oil as it would 
cost in the form of coal, elimi­ 
nating the advantage derived 
from the relatively lower prices 
of gas and oil. 
But Schlesinger told reporters

With the April 20 deadline 
less than a month away, such 
administration comments have 
begun to give shape to what 
were only the broad outlines of 
an energy policy which Presi­ 
dent Carter has said would cost 
him some of his present popu 
larity. 
Schlesinger said Carter's em­ 
phasis on saving energy "w ill 
mean stepping on many toes ” 
But he said the entire world's 
capacity to produce oil and gas 
will probably pass its peak and 
start downhill by 1990, so fuel- 
saving and the development of 
other energy sources are essen­ 
tial to avoid economic disaster. 
Schlesinger said the energy 
problem “ is a challenge to our 
political system,” threatening 
to pit energy-producing regions 
of the nation, such as the Gulf 
Coast 
and

"W e have had irt the United 
States a tendency toward ramp­ 


ant individualism — I'm-all- 
right-Jack" said Schlesinger. 
"But the energy problem will 
not go away ... It will require 
an American consensus, a re­ 
stored consensus, in order to 
grapple with it." 
The Energy Policy and Con­ 
servation Act of 1975 wrote into

for tea in London was slightly 
over 77 cents a pound early this 
month, up from about 50 cents 
a year ago. 
“ I do not think we have seen 
the top of the m arket,” said 
George Neal, chairman of the 
Tea Brokers Association. " It’s 
very much a question of supply 
and demand.” 
The demand is reflected in 
stores in the United States. 
“Tea sales have increased 
quite a bit in the past couple of 
months,” said Doug Bouder, 
m anager of the Sunflower Su­ 
perm arket in Nashville, Tenn. 
A 100-bag box of a national 
brand of tea sells for $1.87 in 
Bouder’s store, up from $1.66 
several months ago. The house 
brand is $1.09 for 100 bags. 
Stores traditionally have used 
coffee as a “ loss leader,” sell­ 
ing it at or even below the 
wholesale level in an attem pt to 
draw customers to the store. 
There are indications they may 
have to do the same with tea.

Golub was one of the first to 
urge people to drink less coffee 
and switch to other beverages 
He said sales are down slightly, 
but added that some people are 
buying coffee and hoarding it in 
anticipation of higher prices 
later on.

JEFFERSON CITY - After 
more than a day and a half of 
debate, the House last week 
approved a m easure calling for 
a 
complete 
revision of the 
State’s school foundation for­ 
mula The foundation formula is 
the way state aid is allocated to 
each school district in Missouri. 


I 
supported 
the 
revision 
because it is intended to give 
districts with a lower assessed 
valuation a larger share of State 
aid then those districts with a 
very high assessed valuation. 


A 
companion 
bill 
to 
the 
foundation bill also cleared the 
House last week. The bill, if it 
clears the Senate and is signed 
by the Governor, will require 
com plete 
property 
tax 
reassessment across the State 


by 1981. 
There are at least two reasons 
for statewide reassessment. The 
first is that it is unfair for wide 
fluctuation 
in 
assessm ents 
between equally valuable pieces 
of real estate. Also, because of 
the 
vast 
inequality 
in 
assessment, I feel that a court 
may be likely to declare the 
entire 
property 
tax 
system 
unconstitutional, 
this 
would 
creatfe chaos 
in 
our taxing 
system. 
Second, the tax ratio, which 
our schools must use for pur­ 
poses of state aid, is now set so 
low that our schools are losing a 
great deal of money because of 
present assessments in various 
counties. 
Although 
the 
property 
assessments can never be equal, 
at least where land values are in 
a period of great fluctuation, 
hopefully some legislation can

A disc jockey heard it back 
in 1958 when Tiny was a teen­ 
age dropout hawking two bit 
shoe shines on the sidewalks of 
Philadelphia 
and 
before 
he 
knew it Tiny became, as they 
say in the music biz, a rising 
star 
"It was the high life, all 
right," Tiny Robinson said with 
not a trace of regret. “ I wore 
sharkskin suits and flashy rings 
and drove a pink Caddy. I 
knew where the action was. I 
was 
making 
a thousand or 
more a week, good money in 
those days, and spending it as 
fast as I got it. Nothing but ex­ 
citement and bright lights 
Now. at 33, Tiny is back shin­ 
ing shoes at a barbershop in 
Des Moines and counting him ­ 
self blessed. 
Tiny was a six-month baby. 
He weighed 21? pounds at birth. 
He was named for his father, 
Alfred, but was called Tiny

JEFFERSON CITY - A re­ 
cent study of Missouri’s De­ 
partment of Mental Health 
concluded 
that 
Director 
Duane Hensley has about as 
much job security as a football 
coach. 
The report claimed that the 
director could make only four 
mistakes before getting the 
axe. To lose his job, Newsley 
need only offend four of the 
seven members of the mental 
health commission, which has 
the sole power to hire or fire 
the director. 
But perhaps Hensley, di­ 
rector since last June, may be 
the Vince Lombardi of his 
kind. He enjoys an enviable 
relationship with the commis­ 
sion. 
"He’s doing a tremendous 
job, in my opinion," commis­ 
sion member Monte Throdahl 
says. "I don’t see how he does 
it. He catches hell from all 
sides on one issue or another, 
and, to some groups, he just 
can’t do anything right.” 
Hensley — at a boyish 39 a 
mere kid to most of the com­ 
mission members — says that 
job security is the last thing on 
his mind. 
"I take one day at a time,” 
he says, "and try to do the best 
job that I can. It is true that 
around the country, mental 
health directors don’t tend to 
last a long time, but I don't 
worry about being fired. 
"My concern now is with im­ 
proving 
the 
department’s 
service delivery system and 
integrating our system as best 
as possible with other state — 
and private — agencies.” 
Hensley, the father of two 
boys and two girls, served as 
director of the Division of 
Mental Retardation before ac­ 
cepting the mental health di­ 
rector’s 
post. 
Much 
of 
Hensley’s time now concerns 
implementation 
of 
recom­ 
mendations of the 
depart­ 
mental study conducted by the 
Arthur D. IJttle Company. 
In perhaps its major find­ 
ing. the ADL report calls for 
the adoption of a state mental 
health plan that emphasizes 
local services, using state in­ 
stitutional services as a back­ 
up to improve Missouri’s men­ 
tal health program 
Hensley would also like to 
more fully implement the 
services of private agencies 
and 
hospitals 
to 
improve 
mental health services. 
"If there is one area where 
the most improvement can be 
made," he says, "it is that we 
must tap the resources of the 
private sector." 
Of course, the trend toward 
more 
utilization 
of 
local 
services 
and 
private 
re­ 


sources has already begun. 
But oddly enough, it is precise­ 
ly the improvement resulting 
from such changes that is 
causing other problems for 
Hensley. 
State mental health institu­ 
tion 
populations 
have 
de­ 
creased in recent years due to 
improved treatment methods 
and more out-patient pro­ 
grams. 
Such declining populations 
have prompted some budget- 
minded legislators to request 
large cuts in mental health 
funding. 
"The thing 
that bothers 
me," Hensley says, "is that 
there has been an assumption 
that, because the population 
declines, there must be fat in 
the budget. But the thing is, 
that the ones we are dealing 
with in the institutions now are 
the most difficult and costly to 
treat.” 
The ADL report encouraged 
the department to combat 
such 
legislative 
ignorance 
with more exteasive lobbying 
activities 
with state legis­ 
lators and administrators. 
On one legislative front, 
however, 
Heasley 
has 
re­ 
ceived some support. Gov. Joe 
Teasdale has expressed con­ 
cern with the operation of the 
mental 
health 
department, 
recommending a substantial 
budget increase. Assistants to 
the governor have maintained 
close contact with Hensley 
concerning the department’s 
operations. 


Another problem pointed to 
in the ADL report is the de­ 
partment’s somewhat ineffi­ 
cient managerial structure — 
including a shortage of quali­ 
fied accountants to effectively 
oversee the department’s $120 
million budget. 
In response, Hensley has re­ 
quested in the next year’s 
budget an additional three ac­ 
countants and six more em­ 
ployees to aid in the admini­ 
stration 
of 
complicated 
federal programs. 
Hensley is also working to 
elim inate 
duplication 
of 
services within the bureau­ 
cracy. He notes that various 
child services are offered in 
several state agencies and 
often the functions overlap. 
Hensley would like to see 
some sort of centralized chil­ 
dren services agency. 
One change recommended 
in 
the 
ADL 
report 
has 
apparently been disregarded 
by Hensley, however. It is the 
proposition that the manner of 
hiring and firing the director 
be changed to provide for 
more job security. Perhaps he 
already has it.
